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BEQUESTS 

Bequests to The Metropolitan Museum of Art may be made in 
Real Estate, Money, Books, Paintings, Sculptures, or any other 
objects of Art. 

With regard to the Museum's poWer to receive and hold property, 
Section 3 of the Charter was amended on March 4, 1898, to read 
as follows: " Said corporation may take and hold by gift, devise, 
bequest, purchase, or lease, either absolutely or in trust, for any 
purpose comprised in the objects of the corporation, any real or 
personal property necessary or proper for the purposes of its incor- 
poration." 

For the convenience of those desiring to make bequests to the 
Museum, the following form is suggested.
